Other awards went to Linda Graves as Woman 
of the Year; Armpy Davis, Special Service 
Award; and the Outstanding Agriculturist honor 
was posthumously awarded to John McDonald

Council to replace Nail as 
telephone rate consultant 


The prospect of a court battle with the General 
Telephone Company sparked the Georgetown 
City Council Thursday to dismiss Joe M. Nail 
and Associates as the city’s rate consulting firm. 
The council, during a 3-hour closed session, 
agreed to hire a second analyst to study the rate 
increase requested by the phone company. 
Nail was hired July ll to investigate the 
justification for General Telephone’s proposal to 
the 1-party boost business phone rate 60 percent 
and the 1-party residential rate 31 percent. 
He reported to the city council on October 9 
that a 33 percent increase in business rates and a 
20 percent hike in residential rates is 
fair, 
adequate and equitable 
rhe council postponed any action on General 
Tclcf hor.? s request for c.!most fo.’.r rr.onths The 
phone company filed a suit on December 23, 
seeking an injunction to impose Nail s 
recommendation until the issue is settle in 26th 


District Court. 
MAYOR JO E CRAWFORD stated after the 
executive session Thursday, “ It is the consensus 
of the council to hire another rate con­ 
sultant—not that the council had anything but 
compliments for Mr. Nail. But this is such a 
large increase, we’ve decided to ask another 
consultant to look at the phone company s 
books.” 
Crawford stressed, “ We're not dissatisfied 
with Mr. Nail. 
He added that the council will not reach a deci­ 
sion on the rate increase request until another 
consultant reviews General Telephone s local 
finances. 
Nail had served as the city’s consultant during 
the General Telephone request for a 16.7 percent 
rate increase in 1972. The council followed Nail s 
recommendation that year and granted a 6 52 
percent increase. 


The request for an average rate increase of 32 
percent was submitted to the council on April IO, 
the General Telephone suit states. 
NALL RECOMMENDED an average increase 
of 26.2 percent—a figure the council thought was 
“ a little too high,” the mayor said. 
The suit against the city states, “ The city has 
wholly failed and refused to accept the 
recommendation of its consultant and has failed 
to grant any increase to permit the telephone 
company to earn a fair return on its property 
General Telephone says it is asking to boost its 
annual rate of return from 4.56 percent to 8.04 
percent. Nall’s recommendation, acceptable to 
the phone utility, allows for a 7.46 percent an­ 
nual return on the $1.79 million reportedly in­ 
vested in the Georgetown exchange. 
Nail was paid $2000 for his services as rate 
consultant on the 1974 rate issue. Leo Wood, city

Ousted Nail disillusioned 


Rate consultant Joe M. Nail said Friday he 
was disillusioned with his dismissal by the 
Georgetown City Council. 
“ I feel my integrity was somewhat questioned 
by the council’s action, 
Nail said. 
“ This has happened to me before — and I ve 
watched people pay a higher rate than I 
recommended.” 
The council vote decided Thursday night to 
replace Nail as the city’s consultant on the 
General Telephone rate request. 
Nail, who recommended that the city grant 80 
percent of the phone company’s proposal, said 
he had enjoyed “ the finest of relationships with 
the mayor, Mr Harry Gold and the people of 
Georgetown.” 
“ IT ’S DIFFICULT for me to express how I 
feel.” Nail told the SUN. “ Ifs like being run out 
of town.” 
He said that rate-making is an art, not a 
science. 
“ Because there are so many variables, 
different consultants will arrive at different con­ 
clusions when considering a rate request, Nail 
said. 
“ It’s not as easy as taking oranges off a fruit 
stand and putting them on the scale. A rate 


analyst must consider that there s a race 
between cost and service. 
He said that the new consultant hired by the 
city will probably reach a different conclusion 
than his recommendation to allow General 
Telephone an average 26 percent increase. 
“ THE K EY to this business is experience — 
the more experience you have, the more 
reasonable your conclusions will be. And I don’t 
know anybody who has as much as experience as 
our firm does,” he said. 
Nail and Associates of Dallas has handled 
rate consulting for 17 years. 
He said, however, that “ there s no room for 
two quarterbacks.'’ and that if the city council is 
to hire another consultant, he will step down. 
Nail noted tnat the council was not displeased 
with his recommendation in 1972, to grant 
General Telephone less than 40 percent of the 
requested rate increase. 
“ My firm approached the 1974 request in the 
same way as before 
he stated. “ We simply 
found that the only fair and equitable 
recommendation is to allow about 80 percent of 
what the phone company requested

Round Rock and Taylor will meet Monday with 
Williamson County Commissioners to discuss 
the problems involved in raising the county tax 
valuations. 
The meeting will begin at ll a.rn in the Com­ 
missioners’ Courtroom on the first floor of the 
courthouse. 
At their December court meeting, com­ 
missioners raised county tax evaluations by 25 
percent, effective Jan. I, for the stated purpose 
of financing the county wide ambulance system. 
The new assessment ratio is expected to bring 


about $210,000 into the county budget for 1976 
“ THE PRO BLEM to the schools,” said 
Georgetown Independent School District Supt. 
Jack Frost, “ is that the local fund assignment to 
school districts under the state’s Minimum 
Foundation Program is derived from prosperity 
of each county, based on assessments by the 
county tax-collector ” 
“ Superintendents requested this meeting to go 
over this problem with the commissioners, not 
to try to tell them how to run the county.” Frost 
said. 
FINANCING of the state education Minimum 
Foundation Program is through 80 percent funds 
from the state and 20 percent from all school dis­ 
tricts within the state. All districts do not share 
equally in providing the 20 percent, however, ex­ 


plained GISD business manager Jerry Graham. 
The higher the economic index of the county, 
the more each school district within the county 
pays,” Graham said. 
The economic index depends largely on the 
assessed value which the county tax assessor- 
collector reports to the Texas Education. 
A ruling by Texas Att. Gen John Hill in 
November stated that the education agency 
must base their allotments on IOO percent of the 
market value of property within the county 
rather than assessed value. 
To arrive at IOO percent of the market value, 
education agency officials are to take the as­ 
sessed value within a county and multiply it by 
the assessment ratio. 
COUNTY COMMISSIONER 
Wesley Foust 
said that there is little the county officials can 


do. The county is taxing at the maximum rate of 
90 cents per $100. The only way we can raise our 
tax revenues is by raising the assessment ratio. 
Foust explained that if a piece of property 
were assessed at $10,000, it would have been tax­ 
ed at 25 percent of the assessed value in 1975 or 
would have been taxed on $2500 valuation. At 90 
cents per $100, county taxes would have been 
$225. 
The same property w auld be taxed at a 25 per­ 
cent increase in 1975 or $3125 evaluation. At the 
90 cents rate of taxation, the property tax would 
be $281.25. 
“ I really don’t understand how this will affect 
the state money received by the school dis­ 
tricts,” Foust said “ Commissioners will be hap­ 
py to discuss this with the superintendents,” 
Foust added

Uncle Sam should be used to ungrateful neighbors by now 
but he has a right to expect better from home folks 
Have you been listening to the politicians, the econom ists 
and the pundits protesting how dreadful inflation is and how 
m any people are hurting from it and how the Ad­ 
m inistration’s counterm easures will not help7 
ONE THING THAT certainly will not help is just weeping 
and wailing and gnashing our teeth To resurrect an F D R 
battle cry, "W e have nothing to fear but fear itself. 
There w ere som e sound recom m endations forthcoming 
from the P resident’s recent sum m it conference on inflation 
It was not a w asted exercise in sem antics, as some sum ­ 
m aries suggested 
The special-interest propagandists were lim elighted by the 
m edia, but there w ere several w itnesses who dared to tell it 
like it is H ere’s how it is: 
THERE ARE RIGHT NOW m any $200-a week un­ 
employed This situation, m ultiplied, underscores w hat has 
happened here and abroad 
where all of us for decades have 
been demanding m ore money without necessarily producing 
m ore. 
* 
Of course there are other contributory causes to inflation, 
but the stripped-down-naked, cause-effeet factor involved in 
inflation is that tilings cost too rpuch' For every one of those 
$200-a-week unemployed, two people could be employed at 
$100 a week 
Now we have governm ent regulations and union contracts 
which prohibit reverting to less pay for the sam e work 
SO WHAT WE HAVE to do is sweat it out until per-m an 
production catches up with our ravenous appetite for goods 
and services. 
This is really what recessions are all about 
For generations, since the Industrial Revolution, we have 
been able to increase per-m an productivity with technology 
Thus we could afford to pay workers m ore w ithout paying 
m ore for what they produced 
During the last decade, however, escalator clauses in our 
work contracts required m ore pay—not to m atch more 
production but to m atch higher prices. The result w as in­ 
evitable: higher pay. higher prices, higher pay, higher 
prices—ad infinitum 
Now there are som e clam oring for "governm ent to 
regulate" the situation, when what we are suffering from is 
too much regulation. 
INTERIOR SECRETARY Rogers Morton puts the blam e 
for inflation on politicians who prom ised too much, labor 
leaders who dem and too much and people who expect too 
much 
The rem edy? M oderate the prom ises, the dem ands and the 
expectations; concentrate first on doing m ore work, making 
m ore things—then on making m ore money. I know I d never 
get many votes on a platform like that 
As President, John Kennedy admonished us to ask not 
w hat our country can do for us but what we can do for our 
country. 
He proposed that form ula after he’d been elected

A word for the superstores 


The San Marcos Record feels it s time for someone 
to speak out in behalf of the supermarkets, which late­ 
ly have caught a lot of flak from almost everybody in 
the housekeeping business. 
"While they (supermarkets) bear the burden of 
much consumer criticism and dissatisfaction, food 
retailers alone are not to blame for the high-profit 
grab that has become so prevalent in other in­ 


dustries." 
THE RECORD POINTS OUT that it took 22 per cent 
of the average U. S. family budget for food in 1950, 
whereas now it takes only 17 percent of the family ear 
nings to do the job. Earnings of food chains was listed 
at 1.3 to 1.5 cents per dollar on sales, which is a low 
return on investments, assuredly 
“if it were possible for us to start with the grower 
and pay for processing, packaging, transporting, bill 
ing and eventually the retail sale separately 
we might find that the man behind the counter is ac­ 
tually getting only a small part of the cash we leave 


behind.” 
Thus spoke the Record and we say it is well said. 
Food costs are high, in some instances shockingly so to 
all of us who long ago became accustomed to lower 
prices. In fact, we finally assumed that cheap food, 
along with low cost electricity, public services and 
other items in the family budget were an inherent 
right of Americans. To find that this is not quite so is 
discombobulating. 
THE SUN CERTAINLY AGREES that prices, not 
only at food stores, seem too high but w h e re to lay the 
blame is not within our powers. Perhaps everyone is 
simply responding to the ever-mounting costs of labor, 
and the other almost countless people that take an 
economic bite from the farmer’s field to the dining 


table.

That is the 
fancy phrase which m eans that 
if the education of children is 
going to be equalized, or that 
each child is to have an equal 
educational 
opportunity, 
tax­ 
payers in each school district 
a re going to have to " try 
equally” as far as paying taxes 
is concerned. To accom plish 
this, som e sort of a test m ust be 
applied. Hooker’s proposal is 
that the index be the average 
effective tax rate on the 1974 to 
be the average effective tax 
rate on the 1974 tax rolls. He 
would require each district to 
m ake an "average effort 
This 
will quadruple tax ra te s in 
som e districts, w here they are 
taxing at IO cents per $100 of 
true m arket value, while others 
are taxing at 50 or 60 cents per 
$100 of value. 
"They did not receive that 
idea w ith a g re a t d eal of 
enthusiasm in som e areas. 
Hooker said, in the understate­ 
m ent of the year, after his 
return from the series of public 
hearings.

What alarm s me is the fact 
that opponents of public school 
finance reform may seek to 
confuse two clearly separate 
and distinct issues, in spite of

leg islato rs' 
cam paign 
prom ises and rhetoric to bring 
school finance reform to Texas 
I believe that in all of the hub­ 
bub of the recent m onths over 
th e v a rio u s school fin an ce 
proposals, many persons have 
forgotten that Texas schools 
are still facing the financial 
pinch of their lives in trying to 
keep their doors open in these 
inflation-ridden tim es. 
S e v eral 
m o n th s 
ago, 
in ­ 
dividual schools w ere allowed 
to draw on their full year s fun­ 
ding, just to get them as far as 
the new year. 
This 
early 
draw " was perm itted after all 
p a r t i e s a g r e e d t h a t t h e 
L e g i s l a t u r e 
w o u l d

em ergency legislation as soon 
as it convened on January 14th.

The so-called "w eight ” for 
elem entary education is short­ 
sighted and inadequate. The 
G overnor’s office proposes a 
weight of 1.0 for this m ost im­ 
portant facet of a child’s educa­ 
tion I think this should carry at 
least a weight of 1.5 or m ore 
because if we shortchange a 
y o u n g s t e r h e r e , we a r e 
shortchanging him for the rest of 
his education and his life. 
I also think any com prehen­ 
sive plan m ust have a salary 
schedule for teachers and other 
educators. To om it this im por­ 
tant part of any plan would be 
to invite total unionization of 
our public school system

This kind of domestic spying 
by the CIA violates the law. We 
discussed it, therefore, w ith 
Richard Helms, who w as then 
the CIA director. 
He swore to us til at the CIA 
did not keep regular files on 
Am erican citizens Tile enter­ 
tainer was an exception, bt* said, 
because of her alleged activities 
overseas. 
Now The New York Times 
h as p u b lish e d e- id en ce of 
w id e sp re a d CIA sp y in g on 
Am erican citizens. Not only did 
Helms lie to as two years ago, 
but it turas out that we were 
high on the list of people the CIA 
w as watching. 
A CIA spokesman was quoted 
b> Hie Associated Press as say­ 
ing that a dossier was kept on as 
b e c a u se w e had p u b lish ed 
secret CIA docum ents and had 
blow n th e c o v e r of a g e n ts 
abroad 
It is tru e th a t w e h av e 
published newsworthy excerpts 
from CIA documents. But we 
were always extremely careful 
to protect the agency s sources. 
Indixxl we have a letter in our 
files from tin* present CIA Direc­ 
tor William Colby, thanking as 
for protecting sm sitive informa­ 
tion 
ro;d ra iso n tin* CIA soled 


on us, obvioasly, w as becaase we 
wrote about their excesses. The 
CIA had no jurisdiction nor 
justification for doing this. 
Even worse, the CIA’s spying 
was a violation of the law. And 
lawlessness by governm ent is in­ 
tolerable.

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WASHINGTON, D.C. — With the sta rt of each new year, 
the gloom and doom pundits recite their recipes for disasters 
which they see looming on the near horizon. I do not join 
them in their projections of doom — but we ll all have to 
agree there is room for considerable concern this year. 
For starters, the Federal governm ent in 1975 m ay be fac­ 
ing a deficit as high as $30 billion. Federal spending has been 
and will be further cut back, but federal revenues are way- 
down due to high unem ploym ent and the general slow-down 
of the economy. 


O utlays for m any item s in the F ederal budget such as 
social security and revenue sharing are set at least a year in 
advance - when no one knew of the big drop in revenues we 
would be facing. 
The Congress next year faces the task of enacting tax cuts 
to help stim ulate the economy while sim ultaneously trying 
to keep revenues as high as possible 
The F ederal governm ent is. in short, not im mune from the 
economic quandary which is facing the nation as a whole 
And what the F ederal governm ent does obviously will either 
help or hurt the total situation. 
W hat to do is the big question. 


In spite of effort after effort, inflation is continuing its 
double-digit ram page. Joblessness has increased nearly 2 
percent in a single year. Industrial output has dropped sharp­ 
ly with two m ajor industries (housing and autom obiles) in 
serious decline. R eal G NP has gone down for three straight 
q uarters while w holesale prices have gone up faster than any 
tim e since 1947. And all of this is com plicated by the world 
situation, which is largely beyond our im m ediate economic 
control. 
Yet there are also nuggets of hope in the current situation 
The A m erican people are strong and courageous — and I 
think they will be willing to work together to pull us through 
these difficult tim es once the governm ent fully addresses 
needed actions. 


The answ ers to our economic predicam ent will not be easy 
or sim ple 
Quick solutions to com plex problem s hurt 
everyone. Fortunately, Austin and C entral Texas are in 
m uch better shape than most of the areas throughout the 
country During the past week, m erchants have been telling 
m e that they have had a good year, but national conditions 
will also affect us in tim e if the picture does not improve. 
I believe the people are looking to the Congress for 
leadership in this field, and I believe it m ust not fail 


When the Congress returns January 14, it will have one 
new tool which should enable it to step into this issue feet 
first for the first tim e — and th at is the new Budget Com 
m ittees of the House and the Senate I argued for the crea­ 
tion of these C om m ittees for over two years, and now they 
are ready to act. The staff is already conducting hearings 
and efforts are underw ay to get com puter facilities Coor­ 
dination is being established with other com m ittees 


The purpose of these budget com m ittees is to focus on the 
role of the federal tax dollar in the economy I am proud that 
we w ere able to create this tool I hope it can now provide us 
the valuable insight that will enable all the Congress to get 
the jum p on our inflation - recession problem s

For earnings over $2,520 in 
1975, social security benefits 
will be reduced by $1 for every 
$2 earned. But no matter how 
much people earn for the year. 
they can get their full social 
security benefit for any month 
in which they neither earn over 
$210 nor do substantial work in 
their own business In 1974 the 
monthly earnings limit was 


$200. 
Different rules apply to dis­ 
abled people who are getting 
social security disability 
benefits.

Mirror of opinion 
Smoking: when two rights collide 


With New York City's enactment of 
possibly the toughest big-city anti­ 
smoking ordinance In the country, 
anti-smoking forces have won another 
victory in their fight against breath­ 
ing secondhand tobacco fumes. The 
ordinance also might benefit those 
New Yorkers who want to smoke less 
but can’t generate the will power to 
start. 
Under the ordinance, which carries 
a fine of up to $1,000 and a year In jail, 
it’s illegal to smoke in elevators, 
supermarkets, college libraries and 
many other places where people ga­ 
ther. Moreover, at least 80 percent of 
the seats in college classrooms, public 
gathering halls and enclosed public 
spaces in which 50 or more persons 
assem ble for religious, recreational 
or social purposes must be segregated 
for nonsmokers. 


Not surprisingly, public reaction 
has been mixed on these considerable 
extensions 
of 
older 
prohibitions 


against smoking on subways and 
buses, in legitimate theaters and on 
the ground floors of movie houses. 
Some smokers still argue that any 
ban is an unfair ostracization and 
invasion of privacy. One smoker told 
The New York Times ; “Smoking may 
be offensive to certain people but so is 
an alcoholic breath, a sweaty body, an 
unkempt figure, a crying baby, or an 
undisciplined child. . . . If you ban 
smoking, then will you ban these 
other annoyances?" 
But annoyance is one thing, health 
is another. Many non-smokers, espe­ 
cially those with breathing difficul­ 
ties. physically suffer when the air Is 
badly polluted. .. • • 
Besides New York City’s new ordi­ 
nance, the toughest law was enacted 
last year by Arizona, which now bans 
smoking lh museums, buses, the­ 
aters, and all places of public accom ­ 
modation exeunt In reserved areas. 
Meantime, by federal regulation, air­ 
lines are now subject to $1,000 fines 


for failing to provide smoke-free 
sections for passengers who want 
them . The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission has just extended to passen­ 
ger trains its 1971 requirement of “no 
smoking" sections. And the armed 
forces 
have 
begun 
to 
segregate 
smokers 
and 
have 
stopped 
dis­ 
tributing cigarettes in C-rations. 
Smoking, obviously, is still a matter 
of individual preference. But where 
two rights collide, society normally 
resolves things by restraining those 
whose actions Intrude upon the uncon­ 
senting. When that restraint is ex­ 
ercised with due respect for both 
sides, as it has been so far in 
permitting smokers to indulge their 
habit within bounds that demonstrate 
a decent concern for the air others 
must breathe, neither side may be 
entirely happy. But that’s one of 
society’s functions, to work out com­ 
promises so individual rights can co­ 
exist with minimal dilution. — The 
Courier*Journal (Louisville)

during the 1974 calendar year 
must stop by city hall to 
register for the exemption 
Any taxpayer 65 or older

The homestead exemptions 
from the city and the county 
reduce the senior citizen’s 
assessed valuation on the tax 


rolls bv $3000 
The exemption will amount to 
about a $50 difference in taxes 
Cadette said that to claim 
the exemption, the Senior 
citizen must live in the home on 
the tax rolls.

T he T ex as C ourt of C iv il A ppeals h as 
rescheduled the appeal of the F E. Holloman vs. 
City of Georgetown decision from February 19 


to M arch 5. 
Chief Justice John C. Phillip and A ssociate 
Justices Truem an E. O'Quinn and Bob E. Shan­ 
non will hear the case. 
The appeal date was changed at the request of 
H ollom an’s San Antonio law firm . 
On May 13. a 26th D istrict Court jury found in 
favor of the city, refuting H ollom an’s contention 
that the city owed him $17,235 in construction 
paym ents, $15,000 for confiscated equipm ent, 
and $50 OOO in dam ages. 
In a ruling issued Ju n e 18, the City of 
Georgetown was aw arded $58,946 and $10,580 in 
attorney fees from Holloman. 
The case involved an 8900-foot sew er loop pro­ 
ject around the eastern rim of Georgetown. 
Holloman was contracted for $137,175 to com ­ 
plete the project within 150 days after the work 
order was issued on N ovem ber 23, 1971. 
The construction crew w as impeded by a 
Dolom ite rock form ation that m ade the work 
“ slow 
and expensive, 
Holloman s petition 


states. 
He w as granted an 8-month extension to com ­ 
plete the project. Six days before that revised 
com pletion date, however, the city was advised 
by its engineers that a t Holloman s ra te of 
progress, the project would require 814 m ore 


days to complete. 
H o llo m an ’s c o n tra c t 
w as c a n celed 
on 
N ovem ber 30, 1972. after he com pleted 1570 feet 


of the sew er line. 
The contractor sued the city for about $117,000. 
His law suit contended th at the city attorney had 
advised the city to confiscate $15,000 worth of 
H ollom an’s equipm ent. 
In a cross-action suit, the City of Georgetown 
sued Holloman and his bonding firm , M illers 
M utual F ire Insurance Company, for the actual 
cost of the project m inus the amount the city 


contracted to pay him . 
The suit also asked for money to repair 
dam ages necessary on the work already com ­ 
pleted by Holloman. 
The city sought $79,409 in dam ages plus $10,000 


in attorney’s fees. 
The Georgetown attorney city said there w as a 
“ critical need’’ to com plete the project because 
the sewage overflow in the project area w as a 
h az a rd to sch o o l c h ild re n a tte n d in g th e 
G eorgetown E lem entary School. 
A fter the city notified Holloman of a breach of 
contract, Roy K rienke was contracted to com ­ 
plete the project. The city’s suit said that 
K rienke w as not delayed in his w ork as 
Hollom an’s crew was. 
The jury found in favor of the city, but aw ard­ 
ed Holloman $8000 for work he had com pleted. 
While the case is under appeal, the $69,500 
Holloman was told to pay the city is earning 6 
percent interest annually. 
Hollom an’s attorneys, Tom Joseph, R ichard J. 
K aram , Jack F. Ridgew ay, and W illiam S. Lott, 
filed for an appeal in August after Judge Kirby 
Vance turned down the request for a new trial. 
Hollom an’s request listed 26 reasons for a 
retrial, including; 
—The court erred in overruling a request by 
Holloman for a change in venue. Holloman said 
he did not receive a “ fair and im partial tria l' in 
Georgetown 
—The court erred “ in not instructing the 
Georgetown counsel to refrain from side bar 
rem arks and conclusionary statem ents re fe rr­ 
ing to p reju d icia l m a tte rs, such as, 
Mr 
H ollom an is a try in g to beat the C ity of 
Georgetown out of $100,000 
—It was the responsibility of the Federal 
G overnm ent, not City of Georgetown, to seek 
dam ages against H ollom an’s construction firm 
over the sew er project. 
Joe M cM aster. city attorney, represented 
Georgetown in the suit.

ning, governmental approval 
and hiring of w orkers by 
January IO. 
He explained that com ­ 
missioners are asked to vote to 
accept the allocation Monday 
and to determine as soon as 
possible what positions in local 
city or county government to 
fill with workers paid with the 
federal program funds 
Guidelines of the program 
specify that workers be paid not 
more than $10,000 a year, with 
an average salary of $7600-7800 
Elliott noted that under the 
program, the county can join 
with cities and towns to share 
the skills of the workers 
HE TOLD COMMISSIONERS 
that the hiring of ambulance 
personnel is permitted by the 
act. 
He also suggested that the 
county could employ business 
experts to study and re ­ 
organize the offices in William 
son C ounty g o v ern m en t 
departments.

Alice Stevenson, a graduate 
s tu d e n t 
in 
e n v ir o n m e n ta l 
management, told Georgetown 
Ecology Volunteers Thursday 
to stress an “ environmental 
ethic—an ethic of wonder and 
respect, as well as caution." 
She explained that ecology- 
minded voters and consumers 
must tell decision-makers and 
policy-makers what you want in 
the way of laws and products.” 
“ Let people know why you 
recycle item s,” Stevenson said. 
“ Demand recycled stock when 
you're shopping. If a store 
doesn’t carry soft drinks in 
returnable bottles or aluminum 
cans, then don’t buy from that 
store — and let the manager 
know why.’’ 
Stevenson, a graduate student 
in the School of Forestry and 
Environmental Management at 
Duke University, explained that 
the “ trick 
to a re cy clin g 
program is to develop a m arket 
for recycled products.” 
Ecology, she said, is derived 
from a Greek word meaning 
home. 
“ I t’s the study of the reaction 
and inter-relationship of plants 
and a n im a ls to th e ir e n ­ 
vironment,” she added. 
She com m ended the local 
E cology V o lu n teers on the 


group's effort to recycle glass, 
aluminum and paper 


The m aterials used to make 
glass are plentiful, Stevenson 
said, and it’s “ unlikely w e’U 
ever run out But the land need­ 
ed to dispose of glass is limited. 
If we do not begin an extensive 
effort to recycle glass, con­ 
sumers will begin to pay the 
price to provide the land for the 
disposal.” 
As for aluminum, “ it s easier 
to re-use this metal than it is to 
mine it.” she explained “ Baux­ 
ite. used in making aluminum.
